Washington May 15.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)+—General Man- 
ager Zode Smith, of the Atlanta 
-water works, will appear before 
the war department next week to 


urge upon the government an al-| 


lowance to the city of Atlanta for 
an expense which was met by the 
city in extending its water service 
to‘Camp Gordon, the returns on 
which have been entirely out of 
proportion to the expense incurred 


by the city, ft is claimed. 

This watermain, which wae laid 
to give thig service, includes ap- 
proximately 26,000 feet of wood. 
The city was required to use wood 
because the government would not 
approve, at that time, the use of 
jron pipe, the pipe being needed 
by the government for other pur- 
poses. There is in addition to this 
approximately 23,000 feet of iron 
pipe which will, of course, in time, 
be of some value to the city if the 
city limits are ever extended over 
the territory now fed by the pipe, 
but for the present it is an un- 
necessary burden to the city, it is 
alleged. 

The total costs of these improve- 
ments were approximately $190,- 
000. The 
since meen: been $142,- 
000, with &” @6ost of service dur- 
ing the same period of $114,000, 
leaving a profit: of-approximately 
$27,000 or $328,000. In obedience 
to the government's 
city did not allow any water users 
tapping in on this main, so as to 
protect the government use of the 
water.

SUMTER MERCHANT 
AILLED IN STORE 


Body of W. H. Scarboro, 
With Skull Crushed by 
Blows,, Found in Store 
Near Americus. | 


Americus, Ga., May 15.—(Special.) 
The body of W. H. Sca#rboro, wealthy 
merchant, bearing wounds caused by 
a number of blows over the head, 
was found Iate today lying dead in 
his store, one mile west of Amer- 
icus. A heavy gasoline tank han- 
die matted with blood was found by 
the body, and it is believed that Mr. 
Scarboro's slayer crushed the mer- 
chant’s skull with this instrument. 

Robbery is believed to have been 
the motive for the crime, though a 
small sum of money was found scat- 
tered about the floor of the stone- 
room, the cash register, containing 
$25 or more, had not been entered, 
and the dead man's pockets had not 
been searched. : \ 

Mr. Scarboro, who was about 60 
vears of age and who lived alone, 
is known to have kept large sums 
of money, diamonds and negotiable 
securities in his store. When found, 
physicians stated that he nad been 
dead a number of hours. 

The body was discovered by Dep- 
uty Sheriff Tom Summers, who 
summoned by a neighbor wno 
came’ alarmed when he found 
door to the store open and no 
answered to his call. 

Examination of the body by phy- 
sicians revealed the fact- that the 
entire top of the-head had been 
crushed by blows. It is believed that 
the crime was committed about mid- 
night, Mr. Scarboro being last seen 
alive at about 7 o’clock Saturday 
night. 

A coroner's jury investigating the 
case is expected to render a verdict 
Thursday afternoon. Mr. Scarboro’'s 
nearest relative is Mrs. Morgan Stev- 
ens, of Americus, and she is not of 
close kin. His estate, it is esti-

Obregon has stated definitely that 
he wiil not sign a: formal protocol! 
with the United States and it is 


feared that any attempt to force | 


such a step on his part would re- 
sult in further confusion within 
Mexico. 

It is for this reason, according to 
the opinion here, that the adminis- 
tration is withholding its pronounce- 
ment of policy until it decides upon 
a line of action which will satisfy 
American interests and still leave 
President Obregon in a position to 
carry out his reforms.

If the stage is cleared for argu- 
ments by counsel for the prosecu- 
tion and defense by Friday, the first 
days of next week should see the 
end of the long-contintfed investi- 
gation. Robert T. Jones, attorney 
for Detective Lieutenant Shaw, es- 
timated Sunday night that three ses- 
sions would be required before the 
defense can complete its rebuttal.

PASTOR ATTACKS 
PEONAGE BOOKLET 


Governor, Pamphlet and 
Committee on Inter- 
Racial Relations Scored 
in Dr. Ridley’s Address. 


Governor Hugh Dorsey, the pub- 
lication of his beoklet, “The Negro 
in Georgia,” and the committee on 
inter-racial relations, were mage 
subjects of a sensational pulpit at- 
tack,- when they were scored Sunday 
night by Rev. Caleb A. Ridley, pas- 
tor of the Central Baptist church, 
in a prelude to his regular sermon. 

The minister charged that “so far 
as Governor Dorsey is concerned, 
the pamphlet is pure political bun- 
co. Like a former governor, he may 
be anxious to open a New York of- 
fice, and in order to feather his 
own nest up there fe is willing to 
slander the people and the. state 
that made him governor.” 

The pastor declared that the gov- 
ernor will not live long enough to 
undo the “devilment he has done” 
and remove the disgrace he has 
heaped on the people of the state. 

Says They Are Misguided. 

Paying his respects to the com- 
mittee on racial relations as the 
“coterie of misguided men who are 
responsible for the governor’s pam- 
phlet,” he asserted that they “seem 
to feel called of Almighty God to 
rake and scrape heaven and earth, 
combing them with a _ fine-tooth 
comb, in order to find something 
with which to boost the criminal 
negro at the expense of every de- 
cent white man in Georgia. 

“This is a white man’s country,” 
he continued, “was yesterday, is to- 
day, and will be forever, and these 
eloquent divines and philanthropists 
are doing more harm with their 
propaganda than all the lynchings 
and peonage of the years.” 

At the end of his attack he asked 


for the opinion of his congrega- 
tion, and his remarks were indorsed 
by a standing vote, which was prac- 
tieally unanimous. 

In order, he said, not to be mis- 
quoted, he had prepared a written 
manuscript of his address, which is 
as follows: 

Attack on Governor. 

“So far as Governor Dorsey is 
concerned, the pamphlet is pure po- 
litical bunco.

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GEORGE M. NAPIER 
MAY LOSE OFFICE 


R. A. Denny Will Con- 
tinue as Attorney-Gen- 
eral Under Recent Court 
Decision, Claim Friends. 


Although nominated by a substan- 
tial majority in the last primary 
and formally elected in the last gen- 
eral election, doubt is now express- 
ed that George M. Napier will be 
able to qualify and take the office 
of attorney-general when the legis- 
lature meets in June and the state 
administration changes. : 

This information came Sunday 
night from friende of Attorney- 
General R. A. Denny, who, if the 
|legal opinion expressed’ .{s- upheld, 
will hold over, under the construc- 
tion of the primary and general 
election;laws announced in the su- 
preme court decisian..the middle of 
the past week in the case of Napier 
vs. McLendon. 

Basing the contention on that 
opinion, it is now held that Mr. 
Denny is in office “until hig succes- 
sor is elected and qualified’ and, 
under the peculiar circumstances 
now existing there can be no qual- 
ifitation under the law until the 
next state general election. 

Ne Appointment. 

It is likewise held that there 
could be no appointment to the of- 
fice, because there would be no va- 
cancy unless Mr. Denny should re- 
sign, which it is understood he will 
not do, and, under the existing law 
and the construction by the su- 
preme court, Mr. Denny’s commis- 
sion to the office, to which he was 
appointed, holds until a successor 
has “qualified.” 

Following the general election, 
Mr. Napier made contention that the 
term of office of the attorney-gen- 
erel, as is the’ case of other state- 
house officials, should begin Jan- 
uary 1. 

He undertook to properly raise 
this'question.and establish his point 
by demanding that the secretary of 
state certify the result of the gen- 
eral election “tO the governor, and 
declare that- result. Secretary Mc- 
Lendon declined .to do this, on the 
ground that, under what is known 
as the Joe Hill Hall act, construed 
in connection with the other elec- 
tion laws, he had no authority to 
declare the result or certify the 
election to the governor, but the re- 
turns from. that election would be 
passed to the general assembly, 
canvassed there, and the result then 
declared. 

Mandamus Asked. 

Mr. Napier. then sought by man- 
damus proceedings to compel cér- 
tification by Mr. McLendon, and 
lost in the lower court. 

The case was appealed and the 
supreme court sustained the lower 
court, and, in construing the Joe 
Hill Hall act, held that the returns 
from the election for attorney-gen- 
eral should not have been sent to 
the secretary of state nor to the 
legislature. The court said, in its 
opinion, they had been improperly 
transmitted to the secretary of 
state, whereas they should have 
been sealed in a separate package 
and sent from each county to tne 
governor. 

In other words, that the election 
managers in each county in the 
state should have consolidated the 
county returns and declared the re- 
sult to the governor, a copy of 
which should have been sealed and 
filed in the archives of the county, 
That was not done, and, under the 
decision of the supreme court, they 
are likewise improperly held for the 
legislature. 

Net Now Available. 

The election managers have not 
certified them to the governor, and 
they are not now available to tho&8e 
managers in all the counties to be 
certified to the governor, and, it is 
held, therefore, there is no legal 
channel through which the decision 
of the supreme court can be com- 
plied with in respect to Mr. Napler’s 
election, and, for that reason, he 
cannot legally qualify in June. 

Being unable to legally qualify 
for the office, under the construc- 
tion of the supreme court, Mr. 
Napier carinot become the legal suc- 
cessor to Mr. Denny, and, since Mr. 
Denny’s commission reads that he 
is to hold office until his successor 
is elected “and qualified,” it is heid, 
he will, under the peculiar circum- 
stances, either have to resign the 
office or hold it until the next gen- 
eral election results are proferly 
consolidated and certified to the 
governor.

Before the state 
troops reached Merrimac they were 
advised the firing had ceased and 
the farty returned to this city. 

Sheriff E. C. Pinson said that his 
reports indicated that the _ shots 
from the Kentucky hills had been 
answered by riflemen in the West 
Virginia side. 

While the West Virginia troop- 
ers returned to headquarters here, 
six deputy sheriffs continued their 
trip into the mountains in an ef- 
fort to capture the attackers who 
fired into Merrimac. 

The shooting at Merrimac and the 
firing of a single shot at Matte- 
wan, W. Va., early in the morn- 
ing was the sum total of hostilities 
today.

Truce Is Arranged. 

Warring factions in Blackberry 
City, Allburn and the McCarr sec- 
tion are observing an armistice ne- 
gotiated by Sheriff Alonzo Pinson, 
of Pike county, and one lorte shot 
is the sum total of firing along the 
Mingo-«Pike county border in the 
last twenty-four hours.

Under its terms, all hostilities were 
to cease at10 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing. and was “guaranteed” to be 
binding “until snipers on the West 
Virginia side of the river should 
break the pact.”

,; Camp Gordon so that they may 
‘know how to counter a statement 
made by the Georgia Railway and 
Power company that it will short- 
ly discontinue its trolley car serv- 
ice and dismantle the electric road 
north of the university. These pe- 
titioners not only urge the reten- 
tion of Camp Gordon as a mili- 
tary post, but take courage at and 
cite a recent statement by Gen- 
eral Pershingy that he proposed to 
personally appear before Secretary 
Weeks and the congressional com- 
mittee and urge the retention of 
Gordon as a necessity in the new 
military policy of the government. 

General Pershing expects to take 
this course within the next few 
days and in due course before it 
is too late. He has not done so 
earlier because his own status in 
the army had not been officially 
made public, his nomination to 
chief-of-staff yesterday having 
fixed that feature of his authority 
and dispelled further uncertainty as 
to general army plans.

eral Pershing has been made chiefe- 
ofpatatt to.enable him “legally” to 
perform the functions recently ar- 
nounced by Secretary Weeks, when 
jhe proposed to inaugurate in time 
of peace a skeletonized general 
headquarters headed by General 
Pershing, the purpose of which is to 
be instantly prepared for active 
military operations in time of war. 
In order to enable General Pershing 
to perform this function he has been 
made chief-of-staff, and when he 
assumes that office he will be 
charged especially with the “or- 
ganization and training” of all ele- 
ments of the army of the United 
States including the regular army, 
the national guard and the organ- 
ized reserves. It can be grasped 
therefore that he will practically be 
a law unto himself in retaining 
Gordon, if he feels, as he recently 
expressed his views to Congress- 
man Upshaw, that Gordon is es- 
sential fm the new plan to which 
he is to devote his time. ' 
Order for Scrapping. 

At the present hour of course the 
act of the Sixty-sixth congress, pro- 
viding for the scrapping of Gordon 
after June 30, 1921, stands. That 
provision of law reads as follows: 
| “Provided, that no part of the 
unexpended balances of appropria- 
tions heretofore made for the sup- 
port of the army shall be expended 
for construction at Camp Gordon, 
Ga., and the secretary of war is 
hereby directed to sell the real es- 
tate and buildings of said camp to 
the best advantage of the govern- 
ment, the proceeds of such sale to 
be covered into the treasury to the 
credit of miscellaneous receipts; 
provided further, that said sale shall 
not be made prior to June 30, 1921.” 

Under this provision no action 
will be taken in regard to the 
salvage of Comp Gordon until after 
June 30, when steps will be taken 
to carry the provisions of law 
quoted into effect, unless a new 
ptfovision for Gordon in the mean- 
time shall automatically repeal the 


above. 

The latter will depend entirely 
upon the action of Genera Per- 
shing, and he has said he will per- 
sonally ask that Gordon be retained 
as a part of his new program.

Fitzgerald, Ga. May 15.—Spe- 
clal.)—To considerthe cases of two 
megroes arrested Friday charged 
with complicity in the alleged dyna- 
miting the of Atlanta, Birmingham 
and Atlantic railway track near 
Fitzgerald last Sunday, the Ben Hill 
grand jury will be called into spe- 
cial session Tuesday, it was stated 
today by Sheriff E. H. Dorminey. 
The two negroes, both of whom 
are said to be former employees of 
the Atlanta, Birmingham and At- 
lantic railroad, were arrested on 
evidence secured by Detective Wag- 
goner, of the Pinkerton agency, 
according to Sheri Dorminey. The 
sheriff, Deputy Gordon Roberts and 
Deputy Putnam made the arrest. 

The negroes, Sid Reese and Will 
Swinson, made no statement except 
to deny knowledge of the alleged 
dynamiting. They are understood 
to have been taken to Bibb county 
for safe keeping. Sheriff Dorminey 
infers that other arrests are ex- 
pected in connection with the case, 
including some white men. 

The Ben Hill grand jury has been 
held in session subject to call of the 
foreman since the April term of 
court, on recommendation of Judge 
O. T. Gower. Judge Gower will be 
here Tuesday to hold a chamber 
session of court. 

The alleged dynamiting, which 
took place last Sunday, tore up 
more than a foot of track when a 
freight train is supposed to have 


touched off an explosive charge, but 
the train held the rails, and no one 
was hurt.

Alabama Miners 
Will Need Relief, 


Says Committee 


Birmingham, Ala,, Mzv 15.—Four- 


teen hundred and seventy-seven 
families in sixteen Alabama mining 
camps will require relief within 
two weeks unless the heads of the 
families can obtain employment in 
the meantime, according to a report 
compiled by a citizens’ relief com- 
mittee, after a survey of unemploy- 
ment in the various sections. 

Of this number, 532 of the fam- 
ilies live in Pratt City, the report 
says. Health in all the communi- 
ties is declared excellent, but 50 
families are in need of immediate 
supplies. Eight communities are 
not in need of aid in the immediate 
future. 

Unless proper food is provided in 
adequate quantities, according to 
the report, the health of 192 chil- 
dren under 5 years of age in fam- 
ilies. not listed as requiring relief 
would be impaired within the next 
few weeks. This number, added to 
the children in the families needin 
relief, makes a total of 845 smal 
children who will have to be sup- 
plied until their parents can pro- 
vide the necessary food for them. 

Suggestions of the committee in- 
clude distribution of food to chil- 
dren under 65 through the Red 
Cross; to women and larger chil- 
dren through the Salvation Army, 
and entrusting of funds'to a spe- 
cial committee. The suggestion is 
also made that funds be loaned at 
a low rate of interest to those in 
need to tide them over until they 
are able to secure employment and 
make repayment. 

The report declares that the pop- 
ulation of 37 mining communities 
decreased from approximately 4,698 
families on April 9 to 1.926 fami- 
lies on May 7, with 1,477 families in 
16 camps in need of early assis- 
tance. 


Party to Mark 
Reconciliation 
Ends in Tragedy 


Memphis, May 15.—Miss_ Billie 
Moore was shot and killed late to- 
day by John M. Morris, wealthy 
planter, living near Collierville, a 
Memphis’ suburb. Morris, after 
sheoting Miss Moore four times, 
Slashed her throat with a pocket 
knife as she lay dying in the yard 
of the Morris home, according to 
witnesses. Morris then attempted 
to commit suicide by cutting his 
own throat, and is in a critical 
condition at a hospital here. 

Miss Moore was killed at a dinner 
given by Morris to celebrate a sup- 
posed reconciliation with the young 
woman, and also in observance of 
the first birthday of Billie, Morris’ 
little son. Two. sisters of 


the dinner Miss Moore is said to 
have told her sisters that Morris 
had threatened her life and was in- 
sanely jealous of her. Hardly had 
the party seated themselves at the 
cinner table when, Miss Moore's sis- 
ters told the police, he jumped up 
and said that he had announced 
that he intended to kill Miss Moore, 
and intended to do it now. He be- 
gan firing at her and she ran into 
the yard. Six shots were fired, four 
taking effect. 

After his revolver was’ empty, 
Morris is said to have leaned over 
her body and slashed her throat 
from ear to ear with his pocket 
knife. He then attempted to kill 
himself. Before being taken to a 
hospital here, Morris wrote a will, 
leaving all his property to his lit- 
tle son Billie. His recovery is 
doubtful.

Is a Married Man: 
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CLABO FOUND GUILTY. 
ON BRIBERY CHARGE 


Nashville, Tenn., May 15,—The 
senate committee, composed of Sen- 


ators Bond, Graham, Craig and Dur- 
ham, democrats, and Senator W. S. 
Tucker, republican, which has been 
investigating for some weeks ru- 
mors .and charges of bribery and 
corruption during the recent ses- 
sion of the Yegislature, has submit- 
ted its report, which was unani- 
mous, to Governor Alf Taylor. Its 
conclusions. and recommendations 


were: 

That Séenator E. N. Clabo, of Se- 
viervillea, “deliberately, corruptly 
and eagerly agreed to and did ac- 
cept $2300 in lawful money of the 
United States as a consideration for 
his vote and influence to defeat the 
passage of a certain bill, known as 
the sales tax bill.” 

That “he was not induced to do 


so by béing put under the influence 


of liquor, all the proof showing that 
he had agreed to accept a bribe 
several hours prior to receiving the 
same, and that neither at the time 
of agreeing to receive it, nor at 
the time of actually receiving it 
was he intoxicated or under the in- 
fluence of liquor.” 
Warrants Expulsion. 

That “having reached these con- 
clusions, we believe he should not 
remain a member of the senate, but 
inasmuch as the session has ad- 
journed and it would be expensive 
to call an extra session, we do not 
believe it wise to do so.” 

In case an‘emergency for an ex- 
tra session should arise, however, 
the recommendation is made that 
the matter of Senator Clabo’s ex- 
pulsion be included in it. 

That Robert L. Carden, state in- 
surance commissioner, and former 
Judge D. B. Puryear, of Memphis, 
“assumed to act without authority 
and used improper methods in deal- 
ing with senate biM No. 1026. This 
bill affected certain insurance com- 
panies. They are alleged to have 
added a section to the bill after it 
had passed the senate.

Nine Places on Baptist 
Convention General 
Board Set Aside—Effort 
for Move Fails. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., May 15.—By a 
Practically unanimous vote the 
Southern Baptist convention tonight 
voted to give women representation 
on the executive committee, and all 
five of the general boards of the 
convention, effective immediately. 
The representation on the general 
board will be nine women out of a 
total membership of thirty-six, 
while that onthe executive commit- 
tee will be six women out of a total 
membership of twenty-six. 

The Woman's Missionary union, 
an auxiliary of the convention, pre- 
sented a memorial asking for twelve 
women on each board and nine 
members on the executive commit- 
tee, and asked that these women be 
members of the Woman’s Mission- 
ary union, and nominated by that 
body. The convention refused to ac- 
cept either of these ‘stipulations, 
holding that any woman in’ any 
church affiliating with the conven- 
tion is eligible for membership on 
the boards and the committee, and 
that no outside organization could 
_ be allowed to make nominations for 
positions in the convention. The 
convention accorded the women full 
rights on the floor two years ago. 

In the original report of the com- 
mittee was considered the memorial 


consisting of one member from each 
State, it was recommended that two 


of the six women on the executive 
committee be the president and sec- 
retary of the Woman’s Missionary 
union, but this provision was 
Stricken out on the motion of Dr. A. 
J. Barton, of Louisiana.

Dr. J. H. Rush- 
brooke, Baptist commissioner for 
Europe, made this declaration at a 
mass meeting of the convention, 
which was attempted by 7,500 peo- 
ple, here this afternoon. From five 
intensive tours of the continent 
“within the past twelve months, Dr. 
Rushbrooke brought a message of 
appreciation of the peoples aided 
and of prespect for the new pro- 
gram of relief and missionary ef- 
fort instituted jointly by the Bap- 
tist foreign mission boards of all 
countries, following the London 
conférence of last July, when the 
rreds and opportunities of Europe 
were considered. The speaker, who 
has been especially charged with the 
distribution of relief funds con- 
tributed by the Baptist bodies of the 
world, declared that in the bestowal 
of relief no religious or racial dif- 
ferences were pogaesee. 

While marked improvement in the 
economic situation has been noted 
in some of the countries, Dr. Rush- 
brooke believes it will be necessary 
to continue relief work on the.con- 
tinent for three years. 

Religious liberty has been grant- 
ed in a majority of the countries of 
Europe, following the conclusion of 
the war, Dr. Rushbrooke said but in 
Rumania the persecution of Baptists 
has continued until] within the past 
few weeks their meeting houses 
having been closed and their congre- 
gations forbidden to assemble there. 
One of his duties has been to try 
and alleviate this situation, and he 
reports that recent manifestos have 
been issued by the government, 
granting the majority of the con- 
cessions for which Baptists have 
asked for all religious bodies. 


Supplements Report. 


Dr. George W. Truett, of Dallus, 
who was a representative of the 
foreign mission board at the Lon- 
don conference, supplemented Dr. 
Rushbrooke’'s report and*challenged 
the Baptists to. complete. their

Aurora Borealis! 
Effect on Wires| 


Laid to Sun Spot 


New York, May 15.—Eleetrical 
influences exerted by the aurora 
borealis or northern lights, believed 
to be caused by an unusually large 
sun spot, continued today to play 
havoc with the telegraph traffic 
throughout the United States,’ es- 
pecially in the east. 

Beginning Friday night telegraph 


wire chiefs reported that this natu-’ 


ral phenomenon had injected extra 
voltage into their Wires, causing 
what are known as “earth currents” 
and interrupting traffic. The same 
condition continued throughout the 
day Saturday and became increas- 
ingly intense Saturday night, caus- 
ing one of the severest disturb- 
ances of its kind in thirty years. 
For more than an hour before 
midnight Saturday virtually every 
telegraph wire leading from ‘New 
York was out of commission. Ocean 
cables also were slightly affected. 
Curlously, however, the disturb- 
ances that tied up the land wires 
seemed to strengthen the signals 
of wireless apparatus, which were 


unusually clear during the period 
of the heaviest land wire disturb- 
ance. 


INFLUENCE 
OF SUN SPOTS. . 
Washington, May 15.—Interrup- 
tion of telegraphic communication 
by electrical influences, if due to 


the presence of spots on the sun as 
set forth in the Brashear theory, 
will pass aWay within 48 hours, in 
the belief of officials at the naval 
observatory here. The present spot 
Or spots on the face of the sun es- 
timated by naval observatory offi- 
cials at 94,000 miles in length and 
21,000 miles in latitude, was near- 
est the earth last night and ‘today 
through rotation of the sun was 
moving away from the solar merid- 
dan. Naval observatory officials 
said today that, leaving out of con- 
Sideration the decreasing effect of 
the spots on electrical currents on 
the earth through the usual break- 
ing up of the spots, the regular ro- 
tation of the sun on its axis would 
within a few days carry the spots 
so far from the earth as to make 
their influence negligible. 

The theory that the aurora bo- 
realis or northern lights, which 
Send “earth currents” through tel- 
egraph wires, interrupting commu- 
nication, results from sun spots was 
advanced by Dr. John A. Brashear, 
the late Pittsburg astronomer. The 
theory has never been definitely ac- 
cepted, naval observatory officials 
asserted, but the fact that spots on 
the sun usually are accompanied by 
electrical disturbances has resulted 
in almost general acceptance of the 
theory. 

The spots which now are present 
on the face of the sun and which 
were visible to the naked eye to- 
Cay with the use of a smoked glass, 
were first photographed at the na- 
val observatory last Monday when 
the rotation of the sun brought 
that side of the solar body within 
view. The spots at that time, ac- 
cording to Dr. G. H. Peters, an of- 
ficial] at the observatory who ‘pho- 
tographed them, were about one 
and a half to two days old. The fol- 
lowing day the photographs showed 
the spots to be much agitated, the 


‘gaseous vapors of which they are 


composed resembling a_ée cyclonic 
storm on the earth, Dr. Peters said. 
Yesterday's photograph, taken 
about noon, showed the spots to be 
near the solar meridian. 

Naval observatory officials said 
that presence of such a large group 
of spots at this time was most un- 
usual, inasSmuch as the prevalence 
of the spots move in an 1l1l-year cy- 
cle and the apex of the prevalence 
occurred about four years ago.

Cotton Mills Hold 
Export Financing 
Should Not Subsidize 


Editor Constitution: In al! the 
Plans being developed by the lead- 
ing financiers and government of- 
ficilals for financing exports of raw 
materials, with special reference to 
cotton, it appears to the writer that 
the interest of the American manu- 
facturer and his employees are be- 
ing jeopardized. 

Regardless of our sympathy for 
the cotton producer at this time, 
we cannot afford to shut our eyes 
to the fact that exporting the raw 
material to European mills on fa- 
vorable credit terms would result 
in placing these mills in position 
to undersell American mills in the 
markets of the world and flood all 
foreign markets with cheaper goods 
because of the low labor cost in 
European spinning centers. 

It is the writers’s opinion that 
the plans of the War Finance cor- 
poration and other governmental 
agencies and organizations to aid 
the cotton farmer by financing ex- 
port shipments of raw material that 
these agencies could accomplish the 
same ends by financing exports of 
cotton goods, because domestic mills 
could then buy the surplus staple, 
increasing their present funning 
time and if necessary put on night 
shifts. 

With soundly financed export or- 
ders in hand, American mills could 
easily double and triple their pres- 
ent production and incidentally their 
consumption of cotton. Thus, 
stocks pf cotton now in producers’ 
hands would move more rapidly, and

if prices obtained for export goods 
warranted, at higher prices. 
Another advantag® of financing 
exports of manufactured goods in- 
stead of raw cotton would be that 
work could be furnished by domestic 
mills to operatives who are now 
unemployed or working on reduced 
schedules. Improvement in many

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HEALTH TALKS 


By WILLIAM BRADY, M, D. 


AUTOBOYOGRAPHY—9. 
Too Sweet. 

There is no doubt that a great 
many children suffer grave impair- 
ments of nutrition because their 
diet consists too largely of carbo- 
hydrates—starchy foods and sweets, 
This is the tendency toward which 
all the mollycoddled cakes, white 
bread, crackers and pastries and 
cookies lead. Dad and I certainly 
do not believe that such a diet is 
advisable for any boy or child. 

An excess of starchy foods and 
sugars in the diet makes a child or 
boy ‘fat, perhaps, but flabby and an- 
emic and too watery, that is, his tis- 
sues retain too much water. He 
looks white or pale, tires quickly, 
and usually suffers more or less dis- 
a called dyspepsia or indiges- 

on. 

Piecing predisposes to that condi- 
tion, because the child with the 
piecing’ habit is exceedingly prone 
to prefer some article. which Is 
chiefly starch or sugar, such as cake 
or cookles* or. candy, instead of 
wholesome bread and butter spread 
with sugar (preferably crude brown 
sugar, because it has not been 
robbed.of the mineral salts), a meat 
sandwich or bread and milk, or 
crackers and milk. 

Piecing, in the sense of a regular 
lunch in mid-forenoon and mid-aft- 


ernoon, is not a bad habit at all; for 
young children it is a good habit, 
provided always that the lunch Is a 
wholesome one. 

Let no fond grandmother attempt 
to credit father and me with the 
teaching that sugar or candy is 
preferable in any way to orceea and 
butter or milk or meat or vegeta- 
bles or fruit, even- though ounce for 
ounce sugar-is the more nutritfous, 
All we maintain is that live. active, 
growing, normal children require a 
liberal allowance of sugar (as such 
or in simple candy? with regular 
meals or as dessert; that thts sugar 
is as easily digested a8 any food a 
child can take, that it is quickly 
available for oxidation to produce 
energy for the muscles, including the 
heart muscle, of the active child, 
and that it is a huge mistake, based 
upon nothing but prejudice, to with- 
hold sugar from a normal boy or 
child. 


And may we say here again that 


there is no connection between su- 
gars or candy in the diet and infest- 
ation with worms, 

Dad and I have gone into this su- 
gar question very conscienfiously, I 
can tell you, and so far as normal 
boys and children are concerned, we 
are sold on sugar.

ANSWER—In abqut 90 per cent 
of cases the cause is syphillis PLUS 
some such factor as prolonged worry 
or fatigue. Possibly locomotor 
ataxia may be caused in some cases 
by other infections than syphillis. 
It must be clearly understeoa that 
in about one-tenth of all cases there 
is no evidence that the patient nas 
ever had syphilis. It should also be 
remembered that in at least one- 
tenth of all cases of syphilis the in- 
fection has been innocently acquired. 

Migrain Tablets. 
' Please tell me what the effect of 
migraine tablets would_be if taken 
to excess, and how many such tap- 
lets may be taken each day without 
doing harm. ° W. B. PF. 

ANSW BR — All sorts of concoc- 
tions in pill, tablet, powder, capsule, 
cachet and liquid form are exploited 
fop the relief or as a “cure” for 
migraine, sick headaches, neuralgia, 
grippe, that tired feeting, fatigue 
and even “nervousness.” The “kick” 
in nearly every such concoction is 
the coal tar derivative—acetanitide, 
phenacetin, antipyrin, or, in other 
words, acetphenetidin, phenylaceta- 
mide, etc.—a drug that benumbs sen- 
sation to pain, fatigue or other dis- 
agreeable conditions, but at the ex- 
genase of depression of the heart and 

estruction of red corpuscles in the 
blood, There can be no good rea- 
son for taking such a remecy every 
day or every week. The effect of 
frequent resort to such a drug is 
disastrous—gradual weakening of 
the heart, increasing anemia, some- 
times rather sudden death, some- 
times mental déterioration so great 
as to requife confinement of the vic- 
tim. It is @ deplorable mistake te 
acquire the acetanilide habit or to 
depend on any such drug for com- 
fort. 

Mistaken Notion of the X-Ray. 

I suffer with severe pains in the 
stomach. It seems that certain foods 
do not agree with me. I desire to 
have an X-ray examination made to 
ascertain exactly what the ailment 
is and effect a complete cure. Would 
it be advisable to see a stomach 
specialist or go to a hospital? 

ANSBWER—You are likely to be 
disappointed with the X-ray exam: 
tInation. The X-ray is merely one 
of the aids a good doctor employs 
to determine a definite point. It 
would be unwise to have any kind 
of X-ray observation made unless by 

ecial request of your doctor. Many 
cis give no X-ray evidence at 
all.

Apparently, 
nothing has been done towards re- 
sumption of conferences between the 
mine owners, the miners’ executive 
committee and the government. If 
one were ‘to arrange the participe- 
tors in the controversy in the order 
of their stupidity, the most stupid 
at the top, we would find the gov- 
ernment topping the rest, next be- 
low the miners’ executive commit- 
tee; next the owners, and the miners 
atthe bottom. But there is little to 
choose. They are all brethren in 
stupidity.

CHANGE GOLF 


RULE IN WEST 


—— 


Chicago, May 15.—Directors of the 
Western Golf association today 
again revised ‘the much troubled 
stymie rule, and also reduced the 
penalty for lost ball and ball out of 
bounds to loss of distance only in 
both cases. In the old Scotch rules 
the penalty for Jost ball in match 
play was loss of-the hole, and in 
medal scoring loss of the distance 
and one stroke. Under the same 
rules, a ball driven out of bounds 
brought loss of distance. An Amer- 
ican committee sent to Great Britain 
a year ago obtained a change to 
make the penalty for lost ball the 
Same in stroke competitions, as it 
had been in match, but at the same 
time the;penalty for a ball out of 
bounds was increased to loss of dis- 
tance and a stroke. 

This was too severe in the opin- 


fon of many American players, and. 


the western reduced the punishment 
to loss of distance only in all cases. 
The new rule on stymies, Which 
were first abolished by the Western 
association, in 1916, causing some 
eonsternation in the golfing world 
and eventually bringing about a 
partial abolishment by the United 
States Golf association last winter, 
which reads: 

“When both balls are on the put- 
ting ball nearer the hole, upon the 
request of either side, shall be lift- 
ed or played, at the option of its 
player.” 

The change consists in giving the 
owner of the ball nearer the hole 
the same option as the player whose 
ball is away.

TIME 10 SOLVE 
RAL PROBLE 


‘BY WALTER B. BROWN, 


Editor New York Commercial. 

(Written for the United News.) 

New York, May 15.—By far the 
most pressing problem of the mo- 
ment is the readjustment of our 
transportation system to a workable 
basis. The Esch-Cummins law, which 
has been in operation for more 
than a year, has not proved ade- 
quate to mect all the requirements. 
It was hardly expected that it would 
be, for it was once again an at- 
tempt to make statue law overcome 
economic law. It might perhaps be 
better to say that it was an attempt 
to harmonize the workings of eco- 
nomic law with the requiremens of 
the moment. 

It is no reflection on the Esch- 
Cummins law that it has not accom- 
plished miracles. It is simply that it 
could go only a limited distance in 
dealing with the human factor. This 
human factor is represented by la- 
bor, and it has not been possible all 
in a moment to deflate labor suffi- 
ciently to reduce operating costs to 
where thev belong. 

The railroad prablem, however, 
contains many. othér factors that 
will have to be straightened out. If 
railroad rates could be made to rise 
or fall as easily as the prices of 
commodities, the task would be 
greatly simplified. Costs of labor 
rise, but do not fall easily, while 
costs of material vary from day to 
day. Income being fixed as to rate 
varies only with the volume of traf- 
fic, and is therefore most of the 
time out of line with operating 
costs.

| Cotton Market Gossip 


StrongDownward 
Trend Continues 


New Orleans, May 15.—Up to the 
middle of the week just ended the 
trend of values in the cotton mar- 
ket was higher, mainly because of 
the heaVy rains in the blet, but 
after the middle of the week the 
market developed a sagging ten- 
dency, partly on account of liquida- 
tion of long contracts and partly 
because of the .unfavorable labor 
news from England. 


On the last session of the week, 
the disappointing American mill 
figures from the census bureau, 
showing consumption during April 
of only 408,882 bales against 437,- 
933 in March of this year, and 566,- 
914 in April of last, were a sell- 
ing influence and carried the mar- 
ket off to the lowest levels of the 
week. At the highest the trading 
months were 13 to 34 points over 
the close of the preceding week, 
with July up to 13.02; at the lowest 
they were 34 to 45 points under, 
with July at 12.37. The market 
moved over a range of 58 to 72 
points. In the net results prices 
lost 31 to 47 points, July closing 
at 12.40. In the snot department 
middling stood unchanged at 11.88 
in the net results. A year ago 
middling closed at 40.25. 


The weather of the week was ac- 
cepted as further retarding the 
start of the new crop, official ac- 
counts telling of too much rain over 
a Jarge part of the belt. Planting 
and replanting were prevented and 
in some localities rains were heavy 
enough to wash out and flood crops 
so that it was claimed, in some in- 


stances, the third planting of the 
season was lost. Those sections 
which had cotton up reported slow 
growth and more or less demage 
was done by hail storms in the west- 
ern belt. 


In Market Prices 


The general trend of wholesale 
commodity prices continues strong- 
ly downward, 50 recessions and 38 
advances appearing last week in the 
comprehensive list compiled by 
Dun’s Review. This compares with 
42 declines out of a total of 72 
changes the preceding week, while 


in last week last year there were 
38 increases and 29 reductions. 

Indifference on the part of do- 
mestic buyers, a moderate export de- 
mand and a favorable official crop 
report caused a rather sharp reac- 
tion in wheat, and the weakness in 
this gain had a depressing effect on 
corn, oatsandrye. Beef was in fair- 
ly active demand and held steady, 
and both sheep and hogs rose mod- 
erately. Provisions were irregular, 
but the general trend was toward a 
lower level. Although the supply of 
ns wie ron butter was not exces- 
sive, quotations were easy. Prices 
of strictly fresh-laid eggs were sup- 
ported by a good demand. An in- 
creased production and a moderate 
movement into consumption, how- 
ever, resulted in‘another decline in 
cheese. 

Following recent reductions, fur- 
ther concessions in iron and steel 
prices are noted, though some prod- 
ucts are maintained at previous 
levels.

Unfavorable weather conditions 
were balanced to a gerat extent by 
the unfavorable turn taken by de- 
velopments connected with the coal 
strike in Great Britain, the refusal 
of transport and railway workers 
to handle imported ‘coal putting a 
new face on the situation. The 
lack of fuel among English cotton 
mills had all the more effect on the 
market because of the large orders 
for manufactured goods said to be 
waiting to be filled. Reports that 
late in the week mill owners and 
mill operatives had completely dis- 
agreed on the proposed new wage 
schedule increased the gloomy feel- 
ee regarding British labor condi- 

ons. 


Cotton goods accounts from the 
markets on this side of the water 
were regarded as distinctly encour:

this coming week in this direction 
will be bound to have its effect on 
the market, although the trade will 
be forced to pay a great deal of at- 
tention to weather conditions over 
the belt, owing to the nearness of 
the first monthly report of the sea- 
son on the new crop. Further rains 
would cause buying but it seemed!

Succumbs After Acute At- 
tack of Paralysis. 


J. N. DuPre died Saturday at 3:15 
o’clock at his residence, 42 Hendrix 
avenue, the direct cause of his death 
being an acute stroke of paralysis. 


He had suffered with this trouble 
for years, but his wonderful con- 
stitution enabled him to rally from 
each attack, and his death came as 
a shock to his friends. 

Mr. DuPre was 74 years of age and 
had been in the employ of the South- 
ern railway for twenty years. He 
stood high in the esteem of. both 
employers and fellow workmen, and 
although not able to do active work 
for the past five years, he was on 
the pay roll of the company at the 
time of his. death. 

Mr. DuPre was a Confederate vet- 
eran and an ardent champion of 
the lost cause. Born in Charleston, 
S. C., of old Huguenot parentage, he 
was an. ardent patriot, and he loved 
te tell of the time when there was 
rumor of immediate trouble be- 
tween the states, he smuggled him- 
self aboard a boat bound for Fort 
Sumter and“was present at the fir- 
i of the first shot. 
hwo years later he énlisted, a lad 
of 15, in the York battalion. He 
fought through the remainder. of 
the war, and was a prisoner in Vir- 
ginia when Lee surrendered.

Red Terror Runs 
Riot in Britain 


Over Week End 


' 


Rebels Commit Outrages in 
London and Liverpool 
and Ireland. 


London, May 15.—With an au- 
dacity that altogether disarmed the 
authorities, Irish rebels carried out 
a series of assassinations and other 
outrages during the week-end ex- 
tending over into the quiet, peace- 


ful suburbs of London where the 
families of some members of the 
toyal Irish constabulary reside. 
They struck suddenly in Liverpool, 
too, and there was another forty- 
eight hours of.terror in Cork and 
other Irish localities. Raids were 
made in Battersca, Tooting, Catt- 
ford, Black Heath, West Kensing- 
ton and Shepherd’s Bush, all sub- 
urbs' of London. Two men and a 
woman were shot down on their 
own thresholds and houses were set 
on fire by greups of raiders. 

At 10 o’clock Saturday night, just 
as the family of Horace McNeil was 
about to retire, a group of masked 
men called him to the door of his 
home in Shepherd's Bush and de- 
manded to see his son-in-law. a 
young man named Corney, who has 
been serving with the Royal Irish 
constabulary ia Ireland. There were 
a few words of argument and Mc- 
Neil -fell with a _ revolver bullet, 
seriously wounded. 

Three masked men entered the 
lodgings of a man named Ashby, a 
former member of the Royal fFrish 
constabulary, in Saint Albans. 

“We know you, Ashby,” they said. 
“You've been an R, T. C.” 

With that they shot Ashby and

In Black Heath, the wife of an 
officer of the R. I. C. was called to 
the door of her home. Her husband 
is in Ireland. Seeing the masked 
men, she screamed and thereby 
saved the situation, for the men 
turned and fled. An attacking par- 
ty walked right into a home in 
Catttord, however, shot a man and 
woman and escaped. A house was 
destroyed by an incendiary fire in 
Tooting, and another attempt at 
ohm in Battersca was unsuccess- 
ul. 

Fires in Liverpool, 

The police and military authori- 
ties may have been somewhat dis- 
armed by the gxpectation that the 
recent truce would extend through 
the plebiscite period in Ireland. At 
any rate, fifty rebels attacked peo- 
ple in their homes and set fire to 
buildings in widely separated scc- 
tions of Liverpool and escaped 
automobiles. 

Cork reports that the Blackpool 
police station was bombed, Consta- 
ble Coughlan being killed and three 
others wounded. Raiders of un- 
identified sympathies called at the 
home of an alderman and, not find- 
ing him there, shot and seriously 
wounded Father O’Callaghan, a 
guest. Sergeant Coleman was shot 
and killed in East Cork, and short- 
Iv afterwards four policemen going 
for a priest were wavlaid and at- 
tacked, two being killed. One of 
the others was wounded. AS a sep- 
arate incident, Patrick Shéehan, a 
republican, was shot in the heart 
and killed. 

Soldiers Hunt Fugitives. 

Machine-gun fire and foravs by 
military raiding parties struck ter- 
ror into the homes of Youghal, as 
the soldiers went from house to 
house, searching for fugitives and 
firing their pistols. The home of a 
priest. Father Aherne, was badly 
damaged. 

Constable McKenna stepped out- 
side the barracks at Innishannon 
and dropped dead from a rebel bul- 
let. A rebel party attacked a de- 
tachment of marines in Clonakilty. 
killine one and wounding several 
others. Constable Bridges was kill- 
ed in Limerick. 

Inspector Briggs. of the R. I. C., 
also was shot and killed. 

Revolver firing, stone-throwing 
and general rioting went on all Sat- 
urdav night in Belfast, several be- 
ing injured.

Worst Since 1919. 


More lives may have been lost in 
the Macroom , ambuscade, when 
seventeen auxiliaries were killed, or 
on “Red Sunday,” but, for general 
and organized violence, Saturday 
and today probably were the worst 
since shootings on a large scale 
were inaugurated in January, 1919. 

All the casualties except one oc- 
curred in the area covered by the 
southern parliament. The exception 
was at Dromorg, Tyron, where a 
Sinn Feiner Was shot dead. 
| Miss Barrington was traveling 
with two other women and In- 
spector Major Biggs, a military of- 
ficer, when she was killed. The 
military officer was wounded. 

Attack on Barracks. 

Constable Bridges was shot dead 
and two other constables were 
wounded while purchasing gro- 
ceries Saturday at Drumcollagher. 
A party of police going to their re- 
lief was fired upon and two of the 
policemen were wounded slightly. 

Fierce fighting followed an at- 
tack on the Bandon police barracks, 
The military and police swept the 
streets with machine-gun fire, and 
the people were obliged to throw 
themselves upon the ground for 
safetv. At about the same time 
armed civilians marched’ through 
Dunmanway, County Cork. Being 
followed by auxiliaries in moter 
lorries, they shot and killed several 


horses in the streets so as to ob- 
Struct the path of their pursuers. 

All the roads south and west of 
Cork have been trenched at many 
points. The belief prevails that 
rebels intend to carry out a general 
attack on military and police bar- 
racks. 


SINN FEINERS FAIL 
IN RESCUE EFFORT. 


Dublin, May 15.—An unsuccessful 
attempt was made yesterday morn- 
ing to rescue Arthur Griffith, foun- 
der of the Sinn Fein organization, 
from his confinement in Mount Joy 
prison. 

An armored car which had re- 
cently been captured was used by 
the republicans in the attempt to 
rescue Griffith, A man in an offi- 
cers’ uniform alighted at the prison 
gates, which opened to admit the 
passage of the car, and he and his 
supposed soldier companions in the 
car drove straight to the governor's 
office, where the governor and his 
denuty were bound and gagged. 

The visitors proceeded to release 
Griffith and others of the vrisoners 
and were returning to their car 
when they encounteed a party of 
auvxillaries. 

This necessitated a change of 
course on the raiders’ part. Mean- 
while, a sentry at an elevated point 
in the, prison became suspicious and 
fired a shot. 

Raiders Are Routed. 

On hearing this the raiders de- 
camped without the prisoners, but 
took the armored car, which later 
was found abandoned. 

Arthur Griffith was arrested 
Dublin on November 26 last, and 
lodged in Mount Joy prison.

PAID LAST HONORS

Everhart Cunningham, one of At- 
lanta’s best loved and most talented 
women, and for many years an edu- 
cator of note, were held yesterday 
afternoon at 3:30 o”’clock at St.

Affer attending school at Kemper 
hall in Kenosha, Wis., where she 
graduated in the first rank, she 
completed her education at the 
Sorbonne in Paris and at the Uni- 
versity of Berlin. On her return to 
this country, she became instructor 
of languages, history and English 
at Kemper hall, and later at Ham- 
ner hall, where also she became 
principal. 

In Alabama she was noted not 
Only for work in education, but for 
her interest and activities in many 
Phases of social and club life and 
also in civic matters. She was the 
first woman to ever address the 
Alabama legislature, which was in 
advocacy of a child labor bill. 

Amongst other accomplishments 
Mrs. Cunningham was a remarkable 
linguist, speaking three languages 
fluently and reading five. 

A student of art and literature al] 
her life, she was not only a thinker 
herself, but was a. gifted interpret- 
er of the thoughts of others, re- 
viewing books and translating many 
French and German novels for the 
magazines. Hon. Hilary A. Her- 
bert, when secretary of the navy, 
said of her that he had néver met 
a more brilliant or learned woman.

CHARTER GANGES 


Events of the past week having 
convinced Councilman Claude Ash- 
ley that reform in the city govern- 
ment is imperative, he will intro- 
duce in council this afternoon a 
charter amendment resolution to 


remove the mayor and the chairman 
of the school committee of council 
from the school board, separating 
the department entirely from coun-
